Joo ACCOUNT OF AN VE-WITNESE, 1, 


J... ThO importance’ of the battle of. Chuliea- 
cheng and the stratepy ahd gullantry ‘shown 
in the Japanese. attack have now been un- 
iversally acknowledged. Details of the battle 
are continually arriving, and these show with 
what determination and bravery (he ‘Japanese 
over-came all obstacles and fought on until 
victory was assured, The Kobe Shimtun 
‘publishes a dispatch from Mofi, being the 
story'of an officer’ who wi'nessed the greater 
part of the operations in the attack on Chulien- 
cheng. he officer says the centre division 
of the attacking Army, the Imperial Guards, 
occupied the ground fram Wiju north to 
Riumouken, On the ajrd ull. with the object 
of constructing a bridge south of Kiurito (a 
village on one of the islands in the Yalu) three 
soldiers stripped themselves and entered the’ 
river in order to survey the position, The 
water was so cold thatone man died, and the 
others were unable to retucn, being almost 
b ten. Two relief men were then sent to 
vg the helpless men back, but ‘were ‘unable 
find them, and it is: presumed that they 
became overpowered in the icy water ‘and 
It was found impossible 
to construct a bridge ul this point, and it 
was decided to occupy the island, and after- 
wards to make a dish across the river to Cha- 
lien-cheny. ‘The second batlation of the 4th 
Regiment and two companies of the first batta- 
lion were to cro-s the river in eleven boats 
built by enyineets aif 
‘The night selected f 
was very bright, and! 
until 3.g0 am. on the 
TROOPS EMUAKKED IN TIE DARKNESS 
and were taken up the river. Three boats, 
each containing twenty men, had succeeded in
